Gilliam  and  Gertrude  Levy. 

The  performance  of  Jerome  Gordon  and  Billy  Waters  as  the  butler  aroused 
much  favorable  comment  from  the  press.  Charles  Blake  and  Roy  Scott,  as 
“the  other  suitor”  for  the  heroine’s  hand,  were  well  received,  as  was  Harland 
Ison,  an  enthusiastic  horseman.  Marx  Eisenman  acquired  a beguiling  cockney 
accent  for  his  part  as  the  groom  (for  horses  only).  Minor  roles  were  well 
played,  providing  an  effective  background  for  the  main  action.

FOOTBALL  FOR  1932 

Newport  News  high  school  suffered  one  of  the  most  disastrous  football 
seasons  in  its  history  in  1932,  winning  four  games,  tying  one,  and  losing  five. 

Entering  their  opening  game  with  South  Norfolk  minus  the  brilliant  Mel 
Bryant,  big  cog  in  the  1931  state  championship  grid  machine,  Coach  Mike 
Byrne’s  hoys  were  played  on  even  terms  for  three-quarters.  However,  the 
fourth  period  found  the  Typhoon  flashing  deep  into  their  opponents’  territory 
to  score  three  touchdowns  by  way  of  a deceptive  aerial  attack  and  to  win  29-0. 

Hopewell  high,  next  on  the  Gold  and  Blue  schedule,  outplayed  the  locals 
for  three-quarters,  staved  off  a last  minute  rally  and  tied  the  Typhoon  6-6. 
Turpin  scored  the  Typhoon’s  six  points.  Outweighed  twenty-five  pounds  to 
the  man,  Coach  Byrne’s  gridmen,  in  their  third  game  dropped  a heartbreaking 
13-7  decision  to  Western  High  of  Washington,  D.  C.  The  Byrnemen  com- 
pleted a long  pass  deep  into  the  visitors’  territory  as  the  game  ended. 

Maury  high  school’s  Commodores  gave  the  Typhoon  one  of  the  worst  beat- 
ings in  the  local  school’s  history  on  October  15,  in  Norfolk,  where  Coach  Dick 
Fletcher’s  big  team  swamped  the  Gold  and  Blue  20-0  in  the  first  conference 
game  for  both  schools.  The  Typhoon  was  no  match  for  the  heavy  Commodores, 
who  later  won  the  state  Class  A championship  by  defeating  Woodrow  Wilson 
high  of  Portsmouth  7-6. 

The  Presidents  won  over  the  Byrnemen  13-0  in  Portsmouth  in  the  second

conference  clash  of  the  season  for  the  locals.  Apparently  annoyed  at  their 
inability  to  get  going  against  Maury  and  Wilson,  Coach  Byrne’s  lads  trounced 
George  Washington  high  of  Danville  by  a score  of  21-0  the  following  week  on 
the  local  athletic  field.  Athletic  relations  between  Newport  News  high  and 
I homas  Jefferson  high  of  Richmond  were  begun  on  November  o in  Newport 
News,  with  the  Typhoon  winning  6-0. 

The  long-heralded  and  bitterly-fought  Hampton  game  ended  with  the 
< calibers  on  the  long  end  of  a 12-6  score.  This  was  the  first  Hampton  victory 
over  Newport  News  in  sixteen  years.  Devitt  Prep  of’  Washington  slopped  its 
way  to  a 7-6  victory  over  the  local*  here  in  a .sea  of  mud  on  November  10.  A 
revamped  team  composed  of  former  substitutes  romped  on  John  Marshall  high 
of  Richmond  12-0  in  the  final  conference  game,  bringing  to  a close  the  most 
ambitious  schedule  ever  undertaken  by  Newport  News  high  school. 

The  Typhoon  M id  gets,  composed  of  boys  averaging  135  pounds,  coached 
by  Merritt  Thomas,  former  varsity  letterman  for  four  years,  and  Director  of 
Athletics  Julius  Conn,  defeated  the  Hampton  Aggies  three  times  by  scores  of 
19-0,  13-0,  and  6-0.  They  also  won  over  Phoebus  high  school  14-0  and  held  the 
third  string  varsity  to  a 0-0  tie  in  the  first  game  of  the  season.  The  Eagles, 
local  sandlot  team,  tied  the  Midgets  7-7  in  the  first  encounter,  but  the  little 
Typhoon  whipped  the  sandlotters  14-0  in  a return  engagement.
